Amber Noel Peeples was trapped in a sixfoot deep, one- 
foot-wide irrigation well for four hours Sunday before 
rescue workers dug a parallel hole and freed her. 
Amber fell into the uncapped well as she trailed her 
parents, Air Force Sgt. Harry Peeples, 21, and Joyce 
Peeples, 20, around a “pick-it-yourself” tomato field. 
“I didn't hear her, that’s why I turned around,” 
Peeples said. “I turned around, then I heard her like she 
was in a hole or tangled up in the tomato vines.” 
Initial efforts by those at the scene to rescue the 
toddler failed. Tom Mills, who was about, 10' feet behind 
the Peeples when the incident occurred, tried to rope the 
child but couldn’t pull her out. 
An 11-year-old boy tried to wiggle down into the 
narrow hole to reach the crying toddler, but had to be 
pulled out after his shoulders got stuck. 
Police, firemen and volunteers finally managed, to dig 
a larger hole adjacent to the well and chisel their way to 
the girl. 
Five pumps were used to make sure the well didn’t fill 
with water. 
The little girl was rushed by helicopter to a hospital 
and released in less than two hours. 
A similar accident in another field earlier led to 
passage of a county ordinance requiring the holes be 
covered and marked. However, several holes in the field

President Ford says he will not 
tolerate any more domestic 
spying by the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency,

He called the 
CIA director from Air Force 1 
to be sure it had stopped. 
The New York Tim.es report­ 
ed Sunday that beginning in the 
1950s the CIA conducted a 
“massive illegal domestic intel­ 
ligence operation.” 
It increased to spying on 
antiwar and other dissident 
groups during the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, including keeping 
files on 10,000 American citi­ 
zens, the Times said. 
“It’s mainly correct and we 
regret it,” a former CIA agent 
said of the story, adding: “It 
has 
stopped.” 
An 
agency 
spokesman said the CIA would 
have no public comment until it 
studied the Times report.

The disaster occurred Saturday on the slopes of 
Steinbergkogel, one of the most popular skiing areas of 
Kitzbuehel, but noted for being extremely dangerous 
when temperatures are above freezing. 
The victims were five West Germans and four 
Austrians. Four other skiers survived 
Members of a court commission investigating the 
incident said they were concentrating on whether the 
warning signs usually put up on Steinbergkogel in 
sim ilar weather conditions were properly placed. 
"It seems as if at least some of the skiers buried 
under the snow disregarded the danger," one police

The toll-free hot line is a 
federal program for dealing 
with the problem of runaway 
youth, funded by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
The switchboard began opera­ 
tion in August of this year and 
has handled some 2,500 calls 
"The vast majority of our 
callers fit the legal description 
of a runaway," said David 
Palmer, executive director of 
the program. 
"In most states this means 
they are under 18 years of age 
and 
are 
away 
from 
home 
without the consent of their 
parents or guardian. 
“Our average runaway caller 
is 164 years of age and female. 
Fem ales are evidently more 
willing, to identify themselves 
as a runaway with a problem 
than a male." 
A,bout 70 per cent of the 
callers were between the ages 
of 14 and 17. 
Most 
young 
people 
leave 
home to dramatize unresolved 
family conflicts. Palmer told a 
news 
conference 
Thursday. 
Some, 
he said, are 
"walk­ 
aways" who have left home by 
mutual consent. 
"A startling 3 4 per cent of 
our calls did not leave home 
because they wanted to, but. 
rather 
because 
they 
were 
forced to," Palmer said. 
While runaways, walkaways 
and 
kicked 
out 
youth 
are 
usually not criminals or del in 
quents. they tend to act like 
criminals, going underground to 
hide 
from 
parents, 
truant 
officers and other authorities, 
he said. 
Statistics compiled by the 
switchboard program show that 
the about 52 per cent of the 
callers had ¡been away from 
home 10 days or less and that 
their

finding somewhere to stay.

Shoppers Facing Lowest 
Buying Power Holiday

sion.

months 
ending November rose 12.1 per 
cent 
the fastest rate in, 55 
years —the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported Friday. But 
real spendable earnings fell 6.2 
per cent, the most rapid pace 
on record. 
White House Press secretary 
Ron Nessen said the figures 
show "inflation has not let up." 
Charles Schultze, senior fel­ 
low at the nonpartisan Brook­ 
ings Institution, said the U.S. 
standard of living is in its 
longest 
extended 
peacetime 
decline since the Depression of 
the early 1930s. 
There was a standard of 
living 
decline 
that 
lasted 
several months in late 1950' and 
early 1951, Schultze told UPI 
The current slump has lasted 
more than 18 months. 
Workers’ income after taxes 
and Social, Security and adjust­ 
ment for inflation was 6.2 per 
cent lower in November than in 
November, 1973, which was 3.5 
per cent below November, 1972. 
Schultze said price pressures 
that began from oil and food 
last winter have now permeat­ 


ed the entire economy. But he 
said inflation is no longer the 
chief problem. "It has been 
replaced by recession." 
Worker layoffs and cutbacks 
in working hours contributed to 
the declining buying 'power of 
consumers in November, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said. 
The average work week in 
November fell 1.1 hours, which 
reduced income. 
Pay raises for workers in 
November came to 0.2 per cent, 
but BLS said prices rose four 
times faster —0.9 per cent as 
measured by 
the Consumer 
Price Index. 
Food price increases, espe­ 
cially sugar and items with 
sugar, were the main culprits 
in the rising prices, BLS said. 
Food prices, which usually 
decline late in the year, jumped 
1.1 per cent over October. Food 
costs were up almost 20 per 
cent from November, 1973. 
Other consumer items that 
forced 
up 
the 
index 
were 
homes, clothing and household 
supplies. Gasoline prices de­ 
clined for the fourth straight 
month, but were still 26 per 
cent higher than one year ago. 
The 12.1 per cent inflation 
rate for the 12 months ending 
November 
was 
the 
highest 
since 14.0 per cent in 1919, a 
BLS spokesman said.

A MENACE TO RETAILERS 
Bad checks and shoplifters are a constant menace to 
anyone in the retail business and Richmond’s merchants 
are no exception. 


For that reason, through co-operation of the Rich­ 
mond Area Chamber of Commerce, merchants, police 
and banks, the Richmond Alert Warning System was 
established and put into use a few years ago. 


Through it, police and, businessmen are warned when 
it’s apparent that a shoplifter or a bad check passer has 
been spotted. Information is exchanged, and a constant 
line oi communication is maintained. The system was 
recently updated to make it even more effective. 


Shoplifting and bad checks cost merchants over the 
nation millions of dollars each year. In each instance, 
someone is trying to get something for nothing at the 
expense of soemone else. 


Time and again news stories tell of shoplifters being 
fined in amounts exceeding many times over fKe value of 
articles they try to steal. There sometimes is a tendency 
to look upon merchants as hardhearted for insisting, upon 
arrest and conviction of shoplifters, but when one con 
aiders the combined magnitude of the loss which that 
practice represents, stiff fines for those caught in the act 
are warranted. 


One would think a bit of reflection before the deed on 
the potential consequences might deter a shoplifter or a 
bad check passer, but unfortunately there still are those 
who risk it. 


With the Christmas shopping season approaching the 
need for persistent vigilance against shoplifters and bad 
check, artists becomes even more obvious. 


And from the consumer’s point of view that’s even 
more important because, ultimately, the consumer has to 
foot the bill for shoplifting losses because prices have to 
be boosted to make up for them

Fair trade pricing of alcoholic 
beverages will end up where it 
belongs 
. .in the lap of the 
General Assembly. 
It took eleven years of ultra - 
legal enforcement of mandatory 
m ark-ups by unprom ulgated 
regulations 
of 
the 
State 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Com­ 
mission. . .a multi-million dollar 
class action law suit which 
eventually drew in the com­ 
mission members as reluctant 
defendants; and a change of 
policy by Governor Otis R. 
.Bowen after a lengthy legal 
study, to bring change. 
Don’t look for any significant 
change other than to possibly 
legalize “Fair Trade Laws” 
covering the liquor industry. 
Too much money is at stake, 
and the industry has convincing 
lobbyists, Many legislators have 
expressed a great concern that 
to abolish the forced “mark-up” 
policy while continuing to 
regulate and license the in­ 
dustry, would force the “mon 
and dad” liquor stores out of 
business from unfair com ­ 
petition under a free enterprise 
system. 
Governor Bowen has pointed 
out 
his 
adm inistration 
“inherited the problem." He 
failed to point out they also 
"inherited" an official 'Opinion 
by the Attorney General that 
enforcement of private trade 
agreements by the state agency 
was illegal, and continued the 
practice without change for a 
biennium. 


ABC Chariman James 
D. 
Sims, announcing the change 
stated it would he delayed until 
the General Assembly has an 
opportunity to "provide clear 
and concise statutory guidance, 
and asked for legislative con­ 
sideration. He also pointed out a 
fact which has been difficult to 
recognize. Sims said: "Welfare 
of the citizens of Indiana has 
always been, and will continue 
to be the prime concern of this 
Commission." 


With Hoosiers paying one of 
the highest prices for liquor in 
the nation, the policy of con­ 
trolled and assured profits for 
the liquor industry has been 
defended as discouraging in­ 
creased consumption. An even 
better argument would be to let 
the marginal, inefficient "mom 
and dad" stores succumb to 
competition, therby reducing 
the number of outlets and ac­ 
cessibility. Alcoholics, like 
other drug addicts, will always 
find the money for their habit, 
regardless of the cost, as well as 
a source of supply. Chicago, 
with some of the lowest prices in 
the nation, has one of the highest 


per person sales, 
but not a 
corresponding higher number of 
alcoholics. Much of the sales 
travel across state lines to other 
areas including Indiana, where 
state taxes are lost. One high 
ranking member of the Bowen 
adm inistration told me he 
brought bottles back for friend 
during a visit to Illinois. 
Indiana, with one of the lowest 
cigarette taxes in the nation, 
makes up some of the tax 
collections on tobacco products 
traveling into other states. 
Attem pts 
to 
increase 
the 
cigarette taxes, with funds 
earm arked 
for 
specific 
programs, have fallen, on deaf 
ears. While legislators appear to 
be evenly divided on such an 
increase in the next session, the 
Governor 
and 
legislative 
leaders are on record as “NO 
TAX increases” 
Former Governor Edgar D. 
Whitcomb, 
who 
overcam e 
overwhelming odds to keep a 
campaign promise of "no tax 
increase," favored and would, 
have signed increases in "user 
taxes" such as a cigarette 'tax. 


The 
M ental 
Health 
Association of Indiana, largest 
such group of volunteers in the 
world, has long favored such an 
increase, with funds used to 
bring mental health care up to 
minimum standards. Much 
support has been generated for 
the increase to be used for 
funding police and fire pensions, 
where 
a 
"no 
com prom ise 
roadblock" has been met at 
each session. 


Funding must be tied in with 
reform of pension laws, and 
reform has been opposed. It 
remains impossible to finance 
any pension plan with an in­ 
creased number of recipients, 
retiring at earlier ages with 
increased life expectancies. It is 
possible for a local police or 
fireman to retire as early as age 
45, draw a pension, and find a 
job using valuable, costly 
training and experience. 


In these days of declining 
stock market prices and in­ 
flation, it is interesting to note 
not all investors are suffering. 
The 
Public 
Em ployes’ 
Retirement Fund was able to 
distribute a $825,000 bonus to 
some 11,000 retired employes 
this Christmas season. It was 
made possible due to high 
earnings generated by the 
fund’s investment portfolio, and 
was equal to about 5.67 per cent 
of each retiree’s annual benefit. 
Hoosiers taking advantage in

When God made man He so 
launched, him out on such a sea 
of relationships that, apart from 
the spiritual equipment of faith, 
he could not navigate. 
Faith is so essential in our 
relationship with God that, 
without it, we can never know 
Him, nor please Him, nor even 
approach Him. "And without 
faith it is impossible to please 
him. For whoever would draw 
near to God must believe that he 
exists and that he rewards those 
who seek him.” (Heb. 11:6). 
Too much of today's talk 
about faith is so vague as to be 
devoid of any spiritual meaning. 
I hear it defined frequently in 
terms of personality trait. If 
someone is an optim istic, 
positive or vibrant soul, then 
they are said to have faith. 
Others discuss faith as though 
it is no more than the tenor of 
philosophy. If a friend has 


moral values comparable with 
traditional 
Christian 
virtues, 
then he is looked upon by many 
as a person of faith. 


Even when discussed within a 
religious context, faith is often 
attributed to the individual who 
belongs to a church, professes to 
be a Christian or engages in 
prayer. 


But the Scriptures deal with 
faith. in a. deeper vein. They do 
not engage in much definition; 
they set forth demonstration. 
Except for Hebrews 11:1 (“How 
faith is the assurance of things 
hoped for, the conviction of 
things not seen") there are no 
attempts to define faith. And 
even here, faith is defined 
f u n c t i o n a l l y , 
n o t 
philosophically. That is, it is a 
statem ent 
about 
faith 
in 
operation, no in essence. 
(More about faith tomorrow.)

legislation can be made accept­ 
able to President Ford before 
final adjournment of the 93rd 
Congress expected late today.

question 
seemed to be whether Ford 
would let the bill die with, a, 
“pocket, 
veto” 
or 
formally 
reject the measure, knowing 
that Congress would not be in 
session long enough to try to 
override his veto. 
Ford’s 
advisers 
said 
last 
week that he would veto the bill 
because he feared it would 
cause some extended law suits 
and substantially cut 'domestic 
coal, production. 


The talk of a compromise 
surfaced at the White House 
Thursday. Presidential 
press 
secretary 
Ron 
Nessen 
told 
reporters that Ford would be 
willing to sign the bill now on 
his 
desk 
only 
if 
Congress 
changes it with new legislation 
before adjourning. 
But Ford’s request for an 
amended bill drew no apparent 
support, in Congress. 
“To get that through the 
House and Senate in 24 hours is 
basically impossible” in view of 
the bill's complexity, said a 
spokesman for Sen,. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wa., chairman of 
the Senate Interior Committee 
that would have to approve any 
proposed changes.

Currier and Ives prints 
on Christmas ornaments 


Nostalgic w inter scenes 
by Currier and Ives have 
become almost symbolic 
of the spirit of the Christ­ 
mas season. However, the 
business of these print- 
makers w asn ’t p lan n ed 
th a t way. 
When N athaniel Currier 
began publishing his litho­ 
graphs in 1834, he just 
wanted to produce simple, 
unpretentious pictures of 
19th century America and 
to sell the prints for a few 
cents each. 
Currier’s print business 
— James Ives didn’t join 
the company until 1850 — 
was not an immediate suc­ 
cess. In fact, the firm suf­ 
fered two business failures 
before Currier found a for­ 
m ula for success. His dis­ 
covery was simply that 
people would buy pictures 
of current events. 
In ^ 1840, for Instance, 
Currier produced a draw­ 
ing of the sinking of the 
steamboat Lexington on 
Long Island Sound. The 
picture WHS printed in the 
“New York Sun” in what 
is said to 'be the first illus­ 
trated 
newspaper 
extra 
ever published. C u rrier 
achieved 
fam e 
alm ost 
overnight. 
While most of the 7,200 
different scenes produced 
by Currier and Ives during 
their 72 years of operation 
were for sale, the printers 
also continued to illustrate 
newspaper stories and to 
provide drawings for po­ 
litical cartoons. They be­ 
came known as the coun­ 
try ’s first pictorial report­ 
ers. 
How their work became 
associated with Christm as 
is not clear. Whatever the 
appeal, Christm as cards 
carrying Currier and Ives 
illustrations continue to

First Christmas Carols 


The first carols were dance songs, or 
ring songs, sung by villagers around a 
Maypole, or to celebrate other festive oc­ 
casions throughout the year, during the 
Middle Ages. L ater they became more ex­ 
clusively associated with Christm as. 
The word "carol” derives from the Greek 
and L atin w ord " c h o r a u le s ” m e a n in g 
"chorus.” The phrase, "C hristm as Carols’’ 
first appeared during the 16th century in 
England In little songbooks printed by 
W ynken de Worde and R ichard Kele 
DANCE CAROLS — Best exam ples of 
these rounds or ring dances are still to be 
found In Sweden, where people dance 
around the tree singing many rollicking 
songs. Elsewhere, dance carols are merely 
sung, although m any of the tunes are 
known to inspire dancing feet. 
SHEPHERD CAROLS, of and about the 
shepherds to whom, the .angels appeared, 
and their coming to the stable with humble 
gifts are the m ost hum an and appealing 
accounts of C hrist’s birth. They were sung 
to accom pany the vivid portrayals of this 
scene in the medieval "mystery” plays, 
which were comm on in England as well as 
all other European countries. Best known, 
today is the traditional English carol. 
"While Shepherds W atched.” 
LULLABY CAROLS were am ong the e a r ­ 
liest Christmas songs and like all cradle 
songs have a rocking, lilting rhythm and 
a simple melody. "Cradle rocking” carols 
or "Klndelwiegen" were a part of the 
church ritual in Germany and Austria. 
A good example of this type of carol is 
the 
16th century English carol, “W hat 
Child Is T his?” which was sung to the 16th 
century dance tune, "Greensleeves.” A n­ 
other is the 19th century American ano n y ­ 
mous carol, "Away In A Manger." 
One of the m ost beautiful of all lullaby 
carols is the "Coventry Carol." which was 
a p art of one of the English medieval 
"mysteries.” It is sung by a group of women, 
portraying Bethlehem m others ju st before 
Herod’s soldiers slaughter their babies. 
CAROLS OF THE MAGI — The arrival 
of the Magi with precious gifts for the 
Christ Child is the most picturesque and 
colorful p a rt of all C hristm as pageants 
The Magi songs all tell this rich, spiritual, 
story. Among the most fam iliar of these to 
Americans is "We Three Kings,” the words 
and music for which were w ritten by John 
Henry Hopkins, Jr. in the 19th century 
NATIVITY CAROLS — There are m any 
varieties of these The first hym ns in honor 
of th e Nativity were w ritten in Latin during 


the 5th century, when Christm as w a; fully 
established as one of th e great church 
feasts. It was not until the 13th century, 
when St. Francis of Assisi inspired his 
friends to write in. their native tongue, th a t 
Nativity Songs were w ritten for the people 
to sing. From Italy, these Nativity Songs 
spread throughout all Europe. 
Two of the most fam iliar of these to u? 
are: "Joy To The World,” w ritten by Isaac 
W atts in the 17th century and the 18th 
century G erm an "Stille N ach t” 
(Silent 
Night) by Joseph Mohr. The original m u ­ 
sical called for a guitar accom panim ent. 
LEGENDARY CAROLS spring from the 
folklore of people throughout the world 
Inspired by superstitions and pre-C hristian 
'beliefs, One thing they have In common is 
th a t they all tell a story. 
Most well known of these is the tra d i­ 
tional English “I Saw Three Ships,” “The 
B oar’s Head Carol” both from the Middle 
Ages, the latter of which is still sung at 
Christm as dinner a t Queens, College, Ox­ 
ford, as the boar’s head is ceremoniously 
brought in. "Good King Wenceslas,” w rit­ 
ten by J. M. Neale in the 19th century is 
about a fervent Christian Duke of Bohemia 


CAROLS OK CUSTOM deal with pre- 
Christm as 
customs 
th a t 
have 
become 
attached to Christm as celebrations. For 
example, the yule log and mistletoe of 
England go back to the Druids, Decking 
the halls with boughs of holly and ever­ 
green come from the Hebrews, Egyptians, 
Rom ans an d other ancient peoples, for 
whom the evergreens were symbolic of life 
triu m p h a n t over death The w reath came 
originally from the ivy crown worn by 
Romans in. Bacchanalian festivals, "W as­ 
sail” was the Anglo-Saxon drinking pledge, 
"W aes-Hael” which m eans Be in h e a lth ” 
and which was part of Early Saxon feasts. 
"O T a n n e n b au m ” (O C hristm as Tree) 
the traditional G erm an carol goes back to 
the early days of w andering tribes, who 
■would always leave a grove of trees in the 
middle of the land they cleared. 


CAROLS FOR THE TWELVE DAYS — 
During the 6th century, the 12 days from 
Nativity to Epiphany were declared a fes­ 
tive season, celebrated in medieval England 
by m any gay customs including, jousts, 
banquets, caroling and "m um m ing.” which 
originally was a sort of pantom im e dance 
per formed. by nia sked a ml costumed g roups 
Best known of These carols are the tra d i­ 
tional English "God Rest Ye Merry." and 
‘"The Twelve Days of C hristm as,” which is 
based on an old French rhym e and ch an t 


"'.And it came to pass in those days th a t there went out 
a. decree from Caesar Augustus th a t all the world should 
be taxed . . 
So begins the Bible story of the birth of 
Christ In Saint Luke’s Gospel. 
"All the world,” of course, m eant the Rom an Empire 
of the time, and the "tax atio n ” referred to was basically 
an '‘enrollm ent,” according to biblical scholars, a census, 
leading ultimately to a land tax; so it was decreed th at 
'AH went to be taxed, every one into his own city.” 
And. so. Saint Luke goes on to tell us, "Joseph also went 
up from Galilee, out of the city of Nazareth, into Judaea, 
unto the city of David, which is called Bethlehem, to be 
taxed with Mary his espoused wife, being great with child.” 
The Bible gives us little more th a n those bare facts 
about the journey which ended a t a m anger outside B e th ­ 
lehem. It has remained for biblical scholars and arch ae­ 
ologists to try to fill in the details as best they can from 
facts known or guessed about the Palestine of th a t time 
and from other indirect evidence in the Bible itself. 
Although Joseph, was a Judaean by ancestry, he lived 
and plied his trade as carpenter some 70 miles to the north 
in N azareth in Galilee, where Jesus spent his early years, 
thus becoming identified as Jesus of Nazareth, 
There was a good road leading southward from N azareth 
to Jerusalem and Bethlehem, tor this was no "backwoods’’ 
area but one traversed by m erchants and their caravans 
as well as functionaries of the Roman Empire, all following 
in the footsteps of invaders and travellers of m any years. 
A journey of some 70 miles over mostly hilly conn try 
without a car m ight give m any of us pause today, p a r­ 
ticularly in view’ of M ary’s condition. According to tra d i­ 
tion, Mary rode a good, part of the way on an ass, a common 
beast of burden and one certainly more appropriate to 
the task th an either camel or horse, even had these been 
available to Joseph. 
A journey of th a t distance, with Joseph walking and 
leading the ass, would be bound to consume several days, 
so it is likely th a t the travellers made provision for spend­ 
ing some nights along the w.’.ay and, also, carried sufficient 
food and water in case supplies were not always available. 
Although Nazareth, was a fair-sized town, it was reported 
to have had only one good source of water, known 'today 
as M ary’s Well, from which it would have been prudent to 
obtain a "canteen” before setting out on a journey Wells 
and springs were to be found infrequently in the hills, 
particularly toward the end of the dry season, which h is­ 
torians believe was the most likely period for the trip of 
Mary and Joseph. .A,.s to food, there would have been, no 
problem in procuring rations of bread, olives, and other 
provisions for the journey from an area as rich in agri­ 
culture as Galilee. 
Arrival at their destination in Bethlehem did not bring 
an end to "roughing it” for the travellers, for there were 
so m any who had preceded them that, "there was no room 
for them a t the inn.” Therefore, this; predicam ent lead 
Mary and Joseph to the m anger, a cattle shelter o u tsid e 
Bethlehem which symbolizes the birth of Jesus.

‘Christkindli ’ o / Switzerland 
Reappears at Holy Season 
Christmas has a unique 
significance in the German 
and French speaking re­ 
gions of Switzerland be­ 
cause the “Christkindll,” or 
Christ Child, is believed to 
walk on earth during this 
season. 
Instead of Santa Claus, 
the “Christkindll,” repre­ 
sented as a beautiful, radi­ 
ant, angel-like being with 
wings carrying a magic 
wand and wearing a shining 
crown, distributes Christ­ 
mas gifts and Christmas 
trees glittering with fanci­ 
ful decorations. 
Although the ‘‘Christ- 
kindli” is commonly be­ 
lieved to personify the 
Christ-Child, he is some­ 
times represented as an 


angel bearing a light or a 
star just as an angel her­ 
alded the birth of Christ 
at Bethlehem On the other 
hand, the “Christkindli” 
has some of the character­ 
istics of a sprite',, as sug­ 
gested by the wand and the 
wings, which can be linked 
to pre-Christian beliefs. 
Some suggest he may stem 
from the pagan custom of 
representing the New Year 
as. a radiant and beautiful 
child.

T h e M o st F a m o u s R e s id e n t in the town of Santa Claus. 
Inti iana, population 300, is Santa Claus himself who re­ 
ceives well over 100.000 letters annually from children 
across the country and around the world. As Santa Claus 
in costume and Jim. Yellig out of it, a 42-year career has 
been devoted to making sure letters are answered. 


There’s something special 
about Santa Claus In a 
small southern Indiana 
town where the famous 
Christmas legend has be­ 
come somewhat of an every­ 
day reality. 
This town with a popula­ 
tion of about 300 year-round 
residents, and a family of 
deer, is the jolly old gent’s 
namesake home — Santa 
Claus, Indiana — as well as 
the home of his helpers, and 
the location of his overflow­ 
ing mailbox. 
A unique landmark at 
Santa Claus Ls the U.S. Post 
Office near the intersection 
of Indiana highways 162 
and 245, and next to the 
entrance to Santa Claus 
Land. 
There is nowhere in the 
world where you can find a 
post office like this one. Its 
architecture is that of a 
stone-fronted fairyland 
castle in design and. while 
the community has but 
slightly more than 300 year- 
round residents this post 
office each year is flooded 
with about four million 
pieces of mall. The bulk of 
all this mail comes around 
Christmas time to receive 
the cherished Santa Claus 
postmark. Still others arrive 
addressed simply to "Santa. 
Claus, 47579.” 
Letters addressed to 
"Santa Claus” represent the 
tens of thousands of chil­ 
dren’s "want lists” that 
foretell visions of Christ­ 
mas morning, promise cook­ 


ies and milk, and extend 
best wishes to Santa, Mrs. 
Claus, and Rudolph. And. 
to the delight of children 
everywhere, all of these let­ 
ters receive an answer from 
Santa Claus. 
This unique practice dates 
back to the late 1920s 'when 
Robert L. Ripley popularized 
the town by featuring it in 
an, article in his “Believe It 
Or Not” column. After the 
article appeared, mail began 
to mushroom, especially 
letters addressed to "Santa 
Claus.” 
Tourists with children al­ 
so started to arrive and. 
make visits to the post office 
with their Christmas mail, 
following in the steps of 
Ripley who also sent his 
Christmas cards through 
the office here as proof that 
there was indeed a Santa 
Claus — as verified by the 
postmark. For over 40 years, 
children have met Santa 
himself, played by Raymond 
Joseph "Jim” Yellig. 
Besides taking up the role 
of Santa Clans at the Santa. 
Claus Post Office in the ear­ 
ly 1930s, Yellig also em­ 
barked on a project that 
now involves much of the 
community of the Santa 
Claus, Ind. area.

There are 
today some 
30,000 Laplanders of which 
approximately 
two - thirds 
live In Norway, one third in 
Sweden, and smaller num­ 
bers in Finland and Russia. 
Lapps are closely asso­ 
ciated with reindeer, on 
which they have depended 
for a large part of their 
livelihood since prehistoric 
times. 
The early Lapp religion 
was shamanistic, featuring 
a priest, or shaman, who 
divined the secrets of good 
hunting, fishing, reindeer 
grazing, and other matters 
of Importance to the people, 
while in a state of trance. 
Beautif ul 1 y dec or a ted' * m. ag - 
ic drums” were a means of 
inducing the trances and 
are characteristic of early 
Lapp culture. 


CHRISTIAN CONVERSION

The Cat’s Out Of Santa’s Bag 


Christmastime would not be 
complete 
without 
clusters 
of 
delicious 
and 
colorful 
candy 
canes adorning the Yule tree, 
as table and gift decorations, in 
holiday stockings, and of course, 
for sweet eating. 
The origin of the candy cane 
goes back almost as far as the 
tradition of Christmas itself, ac­ 
cording to the National Confec­ 
tioners Association. In Europe, 
where most of our Christmas tra­ 
ditions originated, it was cus­ 
tomary to decorate the tree with 
symbols of the newborn Christ. 
Candles represent the light of 
the world; the star recalled (he 
first Christmas night. Those who 
cam e to worship the new King 
were portrayed in symbols — 
musical instruments represent­ 
ing the angels; crowns and gold­ 
en caskets to signify the Magi; 
and the Shepherd's crook or 
cane to symbolize the shepherds 
of Bethlehem and the three wise 
men who came with gifts. 
Another European tradition 
currently finding a revival in 
modem Christmas celebrations 
is decorating the tree with orna­ 
ments made of food such as can­ 
dy and cookies. In addition to 
symbolizing the Nativity, these 
foods expressed thanks for the 
daily bread, as well as provided 
Christmas treats for all to enjoy. 
The candy cane as we know 
it today is principally an Ameri­ 
can creation, adapted from the 
European tree symbol. Even the 
colors used in the modern can­ 
dy cane have their origins in an­ 


tiquity. From ancient times col­ 
ors were thought to have mysti­ 
cal associations with the earth, 
sea, air, fire and sun. Candy 
canes came to be red, white and 
green, as white represents pur­ 
ity, red symbolizes the 
Holy 
.Spirit and green signifies cheer­ 
fulness. new life and the birth 
of Jesus. 


One of the first candy canes 
to appear in America, was in a 
Thomas Nast cartoon w ith Santa 
in his toy shvp busily building 
toys and keeping tabs on good 
and bad children. The I‘)th cen­ 
tury American cartoonist was 
primarily responsible for the fat, 
rosy-cheeked appearance of our 
modern Santa. 


For most people, almost any­ 
thing bearing 
red 
and 
white 
st.ripes brings to mind. the delight- 
ful cane-shaped confection. Leg­ 
end. has it that, this association 
w ith the candy cane led a patient 
in an American hospital during 
World W ar II to coin the phrase, 
“candy striper," when referring 
to the nurses* aids clad in the red 
and white striped uniforms. 


I his striped confection e\en 
has influenced fashion and home 
furnishings where the term “can­ 
dy-striped" refers to a cheerful 
red or green and white striped 
design. 


While the candy cane makes 
its most prominent appearance 
during the Christmas holidays» 
it is a year-round favorite that 
can be considered as all-Ameri­ 
can as its red and white stripes.

Decide what size pet you can 
accommodate in your house or 
apartment, allowing enough 
room for the animal to sleep, 
eat, play and exercise. Be sure 
to select a pet that will, fit into 
y'mr family’s style of living. 


Exotic animals such .as mon­ 
keys. skunks, jungle cats and 
certain reptiles rarely make 
good pets. They are usually ex­ 
pensive and difficult to care for. 
Exotic animals can also he very 
dangerous. 


Pets cost money. Be prepared 
for the day-to-day expenses of 
food, health care and other es­ 
sentials. “Free" pets from ani­ 
mal shelters also involve some 
expense. Any animal you bring 
into your home should be thor­ 
oughly examined by a veteri­ 
narian and vaccinated against 
infectious diseases. 
Depending 
upon local laws, your pet may 
also require a license. 


Good health depends on reg­ 
ular medical attention, proper 
nutrition and correct treatment 
and 
handling. 
A veterinarian 
should give your pet regular 
medical checkups and can ad­ 
vise you on planning a properly 
balanced diet. Be sure family 
members do not mistreat the 
pet. Very young children may 
unknowingly 
injure 
a 
young 
animal, often by “over loving” 
it. 
It is a good idea to have your 
pet spayed or neutered as soon 
as your veterinarian says the 
animal is ready. Spaying will 
free you from the burden of 
trying to find homes for kittens 
and puppies — an increasingly 
difficult problem. You probably 
will find that the operation also 
makes your pet healthier and a 
better companion. Neutered ani­ 
mals are less likely to roam, 
fight or “spot" furniture and 
carpets. 
Your new pet will be with 
you. for a. long time. Careful 
selection, proper planning and 
responsible care can make pet 
ownership a wonderful experi­ 
ence for the whole family.

Let the steam escape as the 
corn pops, either through a vent 
in the popper or through a slit 
in the skillet lid. Otherwise, the 
popcorn will toughen. 
Add salt to the popcorn 
after the popping is complet­ 
ed. and 
use a finely-grained 
popcorn salt that adheres to 
each popcorn kernel. 
Orville enjoys his popcorn 
best when it’s served “as is” — 
freshly popped and lightly salt­ 
ed.

Dom m , "is 
that the bi­ 
cycle is a ve­ 
hicle and not 
Dr. Albert 
a toy. When 
H. Domm 
a child is old 
enough to ride a bike out on 
the street, he should follow all 
the rules of the road, such as 
riding with the flow of traffic, 
using hand signals when turning 
or stopping, and obeying traffic 
signs.” 
Dr. Domm. urges parents to 
make sure their children’s bi­ 
cycles are kept in good condi­ 
tion with the seat, handlebars 
and brakes properly adjusted. 
For night riding, good head and 
tail lights are a must, in addi­ 
tion to wheel reflectors, he says. 
He suggests bright clothes be 
worn for cycling after dark. 
Weaving, lane-hopping,, rac­ 
ing and similar stunts are dan­ 
gerous and should be discour­ 
aged, “A straight line is not 
only the quickest way to arrive 
at a destination, it is also the 
safest,” asserts Dr. Domm. He 
urges those riding in groups to 
stay in single file on streets and 
highways. 
Finally, Dr. Domm warns 
parents to exercise extreme cau­ 
tion before permitting young 
children to pedal their bikes in 
the streets. He emphasizes that 
the youngster should be accom­ 
panied by an adult until he is 
able to safely operate a bike in 
traffic.

Italian Foods at Christmas 


\ ary According to Regions 


Feasting is an in tegral p art of the C hristm as celebra­ 
tion. symbolizing not only rejoicing at the com ing of C hrist 
but, also, the spirit of sharing and brotherly love wrhich 
is characteristic of the season Like so m any other aspects 
of C hristm as, it is a blend of C hristian and pre-C hristian 
traditions, strongly influenced by local custom s. 
In Italy the dishes of the C hristm as feast vary widely 
depending on the region. In the north, for exam ple, the 
m eal m ay begin w itn cappelletti (“little h a ts' » stuffed 
w ith m eat or tortellinl, a sort of ravioli, followed by a 
m ain dish of m eat, w hich m ay be anything from roast 
turkey with ch estn u t stuffing to zam pone, a pork sausage 
packed in a pig s leg sm othered with lentils 
In the area around Rome, the trad itio n al dish of C h rist­ 
m as Eve is ■ capitoné." a large fem ale eel, roasted, baked, 
or fried, following a. religious tradition, which prescribes 
a m eatless d inner on C hristm as Eve, the Vigilia, or C hrist­ 
inas vigil. In accordance with this tradition, the Rom an 
fish m arket, held th e night of December 23rd, is a peculiar 
feature of the C hristm as observance. 
In th e south of Italy, the feasting usually begins w ith 
m acaroni w ith m eat and tom ato sauce, followed by chicken 
or m eat in jelly. 
P articularly characteristic of C hristm as feasting in all 
regions are sweets fruitcakes of various types (panettone) 
and other sweets in which nuts and honey figure prom i­ 
nently. 
The C hristm as season coincides w ith the lengthening 
day and the beginning of the New Year, and from ancient 
tim es nuts have been a symbol of fertility and a prom ise 
of the next year's harvest, also representing hope for in ­ 
crease in herds and flocks, and the fam ily, as well. The 
use of honey, the most com mon sw eetener in ancient Rome, 
was a traditional way of conveying th e wish th a t the new’ 
year m ight be as sw eet as the gift.

Poinsettas are named after 
Joe R. Poinsett, U.S. minister to 
Mexico in the early 
WTO’s. 
Noted for his Latin American 
diplomacy, he has been im ­ 
mortalized for introducing the 
red Christmas plant to the U. S. 
in 1829. 
The brightly colored “bloom" 
is really not the flow'er of the 
poinsetts; the bloom, is colored, 
leaves or bracts. The real flower 
is composed of ha If-inch yellow' 
berry-like structures in the 
center of the “bloom." 
When purchasing a poinsetta, 
Reedy says these berry-like 
flowers can be used as a gauge. 
If they are closed and un­ 
developed, the brightly colored 
“ bloom " is im m atu re and 
probably will hit its peak in late 
December. To foster growth, 
keep in bright sunlight in a 
warm room and water every 
day. 
If these berry-like flowers are 
open and oozing with nectar, the 
poinsetta. is at its peak, and 
should be kept in a cool room, 
about TO to 65 degrees. Do not 
water unless soil is dry to the 
touch. 
A word, of warning. Poinsettas 
are euphorbias, a family in 
which 
m any 
plants 
are 
poisonous and one death has 
been reported due to eating a 
poinsett ia leaf. C harles B.

Heiser, I.U. professor of plant 
sciences, said people should 
“regard the poinsetta with great 
care.” 


To keep your poinsetta for 
years to come, put the plant in a 
dark place when its colored 
bracts are gone. Stop watering. 
Set the plant outside and begin 
w atering 
reg u larly 
in 
the 
spring. 
In August, cut off the top four 
or five inches of the plant; 
rem ove lower leaves from 
cutting, and place in. wet. sand 
treated with Roolone or in a 
glass of water. Whtn roots form, 
plant the cutting in regular 
potting soil. 
Fertilize and w ater regularly. 
Give the new' plant short days 
and long nights by placing a 
black cloth over the plant at 
sundown, allowing no electric 
light to penetrate. 
Buds will set during the last 
week of September after three 
or four cool nights in a. row. 
Once buds have set, keep in a 
warm sunlit room, 72 to 75 
degrees, and water every day.

Peer Pressure At Holiday Time 
Can Turn Out To Be Dangerous 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. - “Do 
have some more turkey!” 
“Have another drink.” “We’ve 
decided to go to Florida for 
Christmas after all.” 
Why do people do things they 
don’t really want to do? Why 
have more turkey when you 
hate the sight of it and why 
accept a drink when you know 
you’ve had more than you want? 
And why decide to go to Florida 
when you didn’t really plan to 
and can’t really afford it. 
It may be peer pressure. Peer 
pressure can be found on all 
sides at Christmas, according to 
Dr. 
Ruth 
Engs, 
assistant 
professor of health and safety at 
Indiana University. She teaches 
courses in personal health and 
safety at Indiana University. 
She teaches courses in personal 
health and mental health 
education. One area she deals 
with is values. 
Dr. Engs uses a simulation 
game in the classroom to show 
students how peer pressure is a 
factor in smoking, using alcohol 
or other drugs, or in any other 
behavior. She described the 
game in an article written for 
School 
Health 
Review 
magazine. 
The class is divided into small 
groups, Instructions are written 
on slips of paper and given to 
each student. One student in 
each group is instructed to 
partake of a 'dish of candy and 
try to get all others in the group 
to eat. One person in each group 
is instructed to resist all in­ 
vitations to eat the candy. Even 
though it’s a game, persuasion 
can become emotional and the 
person subjected to pressure 
may 
exhibit 
considerable 
anxiety, Dr. Engs said. 
Peer pressure is not restricted 
to young people, Dr. Engs 
pointed out in an interview. It 
affects people in all social and 
economic groups. It can cause 
people to do things that adver­ 
sely affects their health and 
safety. She explained: 
“Exhortations to eat at a 
holiday meal can cause one to 
feel overs tuffed and a little 
drowsy. This can dull reactions 
and cause one to be less alert 
while driving home from, a 
holiday visit. Drinking alcoholic 
beverages 'before driving home 
— or anywhere — could cause 
even greater safety hazard.” 
She urges resistance to peer 
pressure of this sort. To make 
the situation mere easily 
recognizable, Dr. Engs listed 
some rationalizations often used 
in applying peer pressure. 
“It’s a holiday so come on and 
have another drink.” 
“This only happens once a 
year so loosen up. Have a 
drink.” 
“Relax. Enjoy yourself. You 
have plenty of time to get 
home.” 
“I have a new martini recipe I 
want you to try.” 
Dr. Engs pointed out that one 
can 
resist 
peer 
pressure 
gracefully and without making, 
a scene. 
'“You don't have to be a prig 
and you don’t have to make a 
federal case out of your refusal. 
You should simply use good 
judgment and resist that which 
you know or' think will affect 
your health or safety.”

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Italy Celebrates Religious Christmas 
Festivities Representing Many Origins 


The celebration of Christ­ 
mas In Italy, perhaps more 
than In any other country, 
Illustrates the multiple ori­ 
gins of the festivities we 
observe in modern times 
Christmas in Italy is pri­ 
marily a religious festival, 
highlighted by the Christ­ 
mas N<rove» 
a .series 
?na. 
church services on 
nine 
nights preceding Christmas 
and culminating in a Mid­ 
night Mass on Christmas 
Eve. 
A feature of the obser­ 
vance is the display^ usually 
from Christmas Eve to Epi­ 
phany 
(January 6th) 
of 
the creche or Persepio (the 
w ord m ean s m a n g er or 
stable), a Nativity scene 
with more or less elaborate 
landscaping and figures of 
sheep, cattle, 
and shep­ 
herds, as well as Mary, 
J o sep h and th e C h rist 
Child. At Epiphany, figures 
of 'the Three Kings with 
th e ir retinues, b ringing 
gifts to the Child, are added. 
These N ativity scenes 
originated in the thirteenth 
century with Saint Francis 
of Assisi, who decided to 
make the Christmas Eve 
Mass a re-enactment of the 
birth of Christ, and for 
many centuries they re­ 
mained essentially an eccle­ 
siastical presentation, with 
local churches vying for 
the most decorative creche. 
In more recent times. Nativ­ 
ity scenes have moved in­ 
to private homes as well. 
In the early years of the 
Christian faith, persecution 
made public observation of 
Christmas impractical, and 
it was not until several 
hundred years had passed 
th a t the birth of Christ was 
given an official date for 
celebration. It is by no 
means certain that Decem­ 
ber 25th is the actual an n i­ 
versary of the birth of Jesus, 
but it was an appropriate 
date for the observance. 
It coincided with the Winter 
Solstice celebrations of long 
standing 
throughout 
the 
northern world, with the 
Roman Saturnalia, and 
with the Jewish Hannukah, 
Festival of Lights, providing 
a firm, historical base, fa ­ 
miliar to everyone in the 
then-known world, for a 
major festival

T h e C h r is tm a s tre e , 
which originated in G er­ 
many, has come slowly into 
popularity in Italy, espe­ 
cially in the north, but it 
had its forerunner, espe­ 
cially around Florence, in 
the Ceppi.or Christmas pyr­ 
amids, composed of shelves 
of various sizes fixed to a. 
pole. 
(The word '“ceppo" 
means tree trunk and, by 
usage, a Christmas gift» 
On the shelves were placed 


decorations of greens and 
small toys and presents 
It is possible that the 
cepno may have been a 
replacement for the Yule 
log But the burning of the

It is custom ary in the 
United States to celebrate 
the birth of Jesus on De­ 
cember 25th, the date1 ob- 
setved by the Roman C ath­ 
olic Church and most Prot­ 
estant denom inations, but 
not all Christian faiths ad ­

In B ethlehem , C h rist’s 
birthplace, the Roman cele­ 
bration begins on Christmas 
Eve, December 24th, high­ 
lighted by the traditional 
Midnight Mass, and contin­ 
ues on Christmas Day. The

G reek O rthodox C hurch, 
however, observes January 
7 as Christmas Day, m a rk ­ 
ing the occasion with simi­ 
lar ceremonies. J a n u a ry 
18th and 19th are the dates 
for the observance in the 
Armenian Church. 
The th ree fa ith s have 
th e ir own ch u rch es and 
chapels within the Basilica 
of the Nativity in Bethlehem 
and. each observes C hrist­ 
mas on its oto day with 
services in the Grotto of 
the Nativity at the exact 
spot where, it is believed, 
Jesus was born. 
The separate observances 
are bolstered by ar long his­ 
tory which ecumenism may 
find it difficult to erase. For 
centuries the Churches dis­ 
puted possession of th e 
sanctuary, originally built 
by the R om an Em peror 
Constantine in 330, and pre­ 
cedence in w orshipping 
there. The Greek Catholics 
took possession of the build­ 
ing in 1672. The .Roman 
Catholics have shared it 
since the mid-19th century 
w ith the Greeks. Armenians 
have their own chapel and 
monastery in this city of 
about 25,.000 population. 
Since the different ob­ 
servances all involve num ­
